No Standard Receipt 

For Victory Bread. 

Wash ingtou, Feb. 0. — No standard 
recipe for Victory bread will ■ Issued 
either for commercial bankers, hotels, 
restaurants and public eating places 
or for households which bake their own 
bread, according to an ar.noucemcnt of 
the I'uited States Food Administration 
today. The only requirement is thai 
the bread must'contain nut more than 
BO per cent, of wheat llour, the remain- 
ing 10 per cent, to consist of cornmeal, 
corn llour, rye or rice llour potato flour 
oranyothei cereals recommended by 
the food administration. 

The announcement pointed out that 
Victory bread appropriate for con- 
sumption In public eating places on 
wheatless Monday and wheatless Wed- 
nesday and at wheatless meals every 
day iu the week where It is not prac- 
ticable to make an even larger saving 
of wheel by serving breade made en- 
tirely of other cereals. 

Tne administration also notified ship 
owners aud caterers that all vessels 
aboard wheie as much as three barrels 
of llour is used each month will be re- 
quired to take out bakers licensee. 
This it wet stated, would allow them 
to buy flour 011 the same basis as ho- 
tels and geneial bankers.

Washington. Jan. 2«.— Following Is 
text of President Wilson s food saving 
pr.M ..imatlon: 

Many causes have contributed to 
create the nec essity for a more Inten- 
sive effort on the part of our peoplo 
to save food in order that we may sup- 
ply our associates in the war with the 
sustenance vitally necessary to them 
In these days of privation and stress. 
The reduced productivity of Europe 
because of the large diversion of man- 
power to the war. the partial failure 
of harvests and the elimination of the 
most distant markets for foodstuffs 
through the destruction of shipping, 
places the burden of their subsistence 
very laigoly on our shoulders. 

The food administration has formu- 
lated suggestions which, if followej, 
will enable us to meet this great re- 
sponsibility.

OPERATED BY "HAY-BURNERS" 

Motive Power of One of the Civil War 
Railroad:; Wa3 Primitive in 
the Extreme. 

The history of railway opprntlon In 
this country offers many curious and 
IfttSNStlBg details. Among them MM 
nre stronger than those that concern 
tho Memphis, n Paso & Pacific rail- 
road, u 10-niile line operated Ba t W M B 
Marshall, Tex., and Shrcveport, Lu„ 
during the Civil war. . 

The owner v.ns John Iligglnsnn. He 
hud many titles: chairman of the 
board, president, vice president, su- 
perintendent, trainmaster, roadmaster, 
freight and passenger agent, fireman, 
conductor and master mechanic. The 
motive power was of the best in those 
days, and consisted of several yoke of 
oxen, commonly known us "liny-burn- 
ers." The oxeu were, it Is stild, gen- 
erally on time. 

Mr. Hlgglnson ran his train on n tri- 
weekly schedule. When lie had gath- 
ered up a "ciiiuo" and everything was 
ready for the trip he loaded the oxen 
Into the Brat box car in the train. In 
tho next cur he had put the freight and 
the passengers, and In the third he 
himself rode. The cars started down 
the steep grade out of Marshall and, 
utter liny had rolled us far us they 
would Mr. BIlllMlf set the brak.s 
and proceeded to unload the oxeu uud 
hitch them to the coupling of the car. 
Then ho released the brakes uud start- 
ed the truln up the grade. At the lop 
tin- DM were again louded Into their 
cur uud another sturt wus uuule flow* 
hill, liy repeating this operation sev- 
eral times Mr. Hlgglnson uud bis Uuln 
would finally reach Shreveport. 

The passenger rute wus IIS cents a 
person. Freight charges were any- 
thing the owuer of the line could get.

From Earliest Ages Man Has Sought 
Methods of Ti asportation Other 
Than His Feet. 

Doubtless the first form of construc- 
tive transportation was by the boat la 
the form of u float and our earll"st and 
simplest conception Is a man astride 
11 log, propelling It by hand and foot. 

The Idea of propulsion sllmalaled to 
nctlvity the Inventive genius of man's 
mind, and we (hid Ma developing vari- 
ous modes of land conveyances. The 
camel was dratted Into service with 
the elephant, the horse uud other ani- 
mals. Then came the sledge, the first 
ot' nature's own construction, simply 
u forked trie limb. 

This gradually d. voh.pc d into a more 
perfect mode of conveyance, being 
mounted on rollers or lags, and here 
Im van II, <' development of the axle and 
th - wheel. The most primitive form 
of wheel was the simple rdller made 
from a tree trunk, afterward dllleien- 
tluted Into u pair of fixed wheels by 
trimming down the middle portion of 
the cylinder in such u manner us to 
leave the center of the trunk as a 
rotating uxle. 

Tin- next step was the substitution 
of two shorter sections of tree trunks 
attacked to u rotating axle; fiat, round 
cylinders of stone doubtless were used 
as well, and later u considerable ad- 
vancement was marked by Uie substi- 
tution of tie- fixed uxle on which the 
cylinders rotated. 

The cart wheel similar to that

Frenchman Invented Microphone. 

The Inventor of the fundamental 
principle of the microphone on the 
modern telephone Is snid to have been 
the Abbe ltouselot, a French phoneti- 
cian, born nt Saint Cloud (Chnretite) 
in 184(1. He became a vicar and cur- 
ate at Cognac and Jatre/.uc, then ns- 
.slsluiit professor of French philology 
at the Catholic Institute of Purls, ami 
two years later he opened the first 
course of experimental phonetics ever 
established. In 1S!>7 he was appointed 
director of the Inhoriitoiy of experi- 
mental phonetics at the College de 
France, the plan for which originated 
with him. He Is the Inventor of pho- 
netic Instruments, the muker of sev- 
eral discoveries lending to cure deaf- 
ness and stuttering and the author of 
a number of works on his specialty.

GOES BACK TO THE OLD DAYS 



Tradition* of the Service Juetlfy tha 
Vnolce of Lais tor Me*pon»iDi« 
Positions— Career of Cap- 



Wnshlncton.— Lads less 
ty, alrwtdy experienced sailors, itrc- up- 
plying these diiy? to the United Slates 
shit, ping boord fur training as ofllcers 
In the new jiierclmnt marine. Many <-f 
them are accepted, and not a few al- 
ready are serving as Juniors on the 
bridge* of some of the 
passing through the war 
Of Europe. 

Lads of twenty were sturdy seafar- 
ing men, ruling their quarterdecks 
and taming the rough company of 
their forecastles by their own pluck 
and res#)j)Jfc>fiilncss. In the days when 
our forefSliers were creating a mer- 
mnrlne whose achievements 
one of the finest pages of Amor- 



Nathaniel Sllsbee of Salem, who af- 
terwards became United States sena- 
tor from Massachusetts In company 
with Dnnlel Webster, took command 
of the new ship Benjamin of 161 tons 
burden, laden with n costly cargo of 
merchandise and bound out from Mas- 
sachusetts bay to the Cape of Good 
Hope and Indln. In 1792, when not 
nineteen years old. 

The first American flag had entered 
the harbors of Bombay nnd Calcutta 
,only four years before, on the ship At- 
lantic. 

"Beginning In 1817, with a capital 
consisting of a Testament, a 'Bow- 
.dltch,' quadrant, chest of sea clothes 
and a mother's blessing, Nathnnlel 
Sllsbee, then only fourteen years old, 
left the paternal mansion In Salem full 
of hope and good resolution to em- 
bark on his first voyage, which was to 
Baltimore as captain's clerk ; nt twen- 
tw-eight he had made his fortune nnd 
retired from the sen; nt thirty-six was 
the head of the largest American 
house In China. 

The resourcefulness of Nathaniel 
Sllsbee was never better lllustrnted 
than by his first voyage In command 
of his first ship, the Benjamin. 
Sold at Big Profit. 

On the pnssnge from the Cape of 
Good Hope to the Isle of France (Mau- 
ritius). Captain Sllsbee fell In with a 
French frigate that gave him news of 
the beginning of the war between 
France anil England, On this news 
reaching the Isle of France, prices 
rose by leapt and bounds. Tl.e cargo 
of the Benjamin was quickly sold at 
a profit that dazzled her commander. 

As fast as he could, he turned the 
paper currency he received Into Span- 
ish dollars. Then for six ntoatba an 
embargo was laid on all foreign ves- 
sels hi port. During this time the 
Spanish dollars increased to three 
times the value of paper money, and 
yet, for lack of an outlet, the products 
of the Island did not advance In price. 

Nathaniel Silshee abandoned his 
plan of keeping on to Calculttn. He 
.sold his Spanish dollars, loaded coffee 
and iplcee, and started for home. 

Proceeding no farther than the Capo 
of Oood Hope, he scented another 
Chance to fatten his owner's pocket- 
book. 

"The Cape of Oood Hope was held 
by the I Mitch," be said In later years, 
"and it so happened that I was the 
only master of a foreign vessel then 
'In port of whom n bond hnd not been 
•required to proceed to n French port. 
Two other Salem ships were in port; 
I put on board them such portion of 
,my enrgo as I knew would considera- 
bly more than pay the whole cost of 
my ship and cargo, sold the residue, 
jnnd invested the proceeds in a full 
cargo of wine nnd other articles which 
I knew to be In great demand In those 
'Islonds.* 

Captain Sllsbee sold his cargo for 
three times Its cost nt the Isle of 
France, nnd again loaded for home. 
Warned by Governor. 
He was nearly ready to sail when he 
got word that another embargo was 
likely. Hastily putting to sea, he was 
obliged to anchor nest day at the Isle 
of Bourbon for provisions. A mysti- 
fying experience that ho met here he 
related thus: 

"Just as I was about stepping from 
,the wharf Into my boat, the French' 
■governor of the Island ordered me to . 
'his presence. I "obeyed with strong ap- ' 
prehensions that some restraint was 
to be put upon me. On meeting the 
'governor, he asked me: 'How long do 
I yon contemplate staying lu Bourbon?' | 
iMy answer was, 'Not more than a day 
or two.' 'Can't you leave here to- 1 
night?' be asked. I replied, 'If you 
wish It.' Then he added, 'As y<;u had 
the politeness tc calf on me this morn- 
ing, and as I should be aorry to see 
you Injured, hearken to my advice 
and leave here tonight if possible.' 

"He cautioned me to secrecy, and 1 
was on hoard as soon as possible after 
leaving him. 

' "There was a war-brig at anchor In 
the harbor, a little to windward of 
my own vessel ; toward midnight I had 
the anchor hove up without noise, and 
lot the ship adrift without making any 
• had loat sight of the war- 



hrlg, when we made all sail dire, OJ 
from the hind. 

"At daylight Mie war-brig • is nl 
In pursuit of us. under a piess ofl v ail. 
but fortunately could not overtake ns. 
KIKl townrd night gave up the i fcMI, " 

The Benlamiti arrived home after I 
voyage of ten i ■onths. Nathaniel Sils- 
hee hnd earned for his employer. Kil- 
ns Hasket Derby, a net profit of more 
than MO per eent on the cost of the 
ship nnd- cargo. 

By 1Sl.-» Nathaniel Sllsbee had rise,, 
to such prominence that he MM nane'd 
by the United States government ns 
one of the commissioners to organize 
the Boston branch of the "Bnnk of the 
United States." 



HAINS HELP INDIAN VILUuE 
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DID NOT KNOW OF WAR 
BETWEEN U. S. AND FRITZ 

San Francisco. — The recruit- 
ing officer over at Colfax, near 
here, notified nrmy headquarters 
that he had found n man of mili- 
tary age who professed not to 
know that the United States nnd 
Germany are at war. He said he 
hnd heard that Germany wns 
fighting France nnd Englnnd and 
"hoped she would win," as he 
was a German. He admitted 
that he hnd registered for the 
draft, hut claimed he did not 
know the purpose of It. 



KAISER DE NOUNCE D IN WILL 

Aged New Yorker Leaves Large Be- 
to Various French War 



New York. — Vehement denunciation 
of the kaiser as a barbarian, who crim- 
inally caused the war Is contained In 
the will of .lean Bnptlste Bourdls. gen- 
erally known as John Bourdls, filed for 
probate In the surrogate's court. 

Generous bequests are made to 
French war charities. Bourdls was 
seventy-six years old when he died on 
Deeer..!,er 23. He retired last year 
from the silk firm of J. Bourdls & Co. 

The largest bequest Is BMhOQO francs, 
for the relief of helplessly crippled 
French soldiers, "victims of the crimi- 
nal war Imposed by one man. the bar- 
barous German Euperor William II 
for the satisfaction of his own ambi- 
tions." 

Thirty thousand francs each nre left 
to four hospitals In Lyons, France. The 
city of Lyons gets lf.0,000 francs, the 
Income of which Is to be used for the 
purchase of paintings for the pupils 
of the Ecr.le des Beaux Arts at Lyons, 
where Bourdis whs a pupil. 



MARRIAGE OF MINORS LEGAL 



Colorado Judge Decides They Cannot 
Be Annulled Under the State 
Law. 



Denver, Colo.— Marriages of 
and girls not of legal age ore ItgaJ |IJ* 
in Colorado and cannot be nnnulled. 

This was the decision of Judge J. 
A. Daateon In the district crurt In de- 
nying the petition of Mrs. May Gurd- 
ner for an annulment of the miuriage 
of her daughter to Don BtgatOw. 

Mis. GardMr told the court that 
Mrs. Bigelow .was not eighteen years 
old when she became n wife and 
that Blgelow was less than twenty nt 
the time he obtnined n licence 'to 
wed. Judge Dei.ison hold that there 
is no law in Colorado making the 
marriage of minors Illegal, but that 
the oJMa) who performs such cere- 
monies Is subject to tine and Im- 
prisonment.

Good Rice Crops Qrcwn In Abundant 
Moisture and Region Is Noted 
for Gocd Cattle. 

Svlhet Is a city In the raotl CllhWI 
part of Indln — the gnat. low l/tajf, 
lonely, flood, (|, ,e„ nnd rlee districts 
of the far Southeast. Rylhet ten Is 
known all over the peninsula. 

So low do these regions lie that the 
heavy rains of the rainy season result 
In their being flooded for many months 
of the year. Though far Inland, after 
the rnlns this Is literally n sen. where 
oil travel Is by boat and even ships of 
some size can navigate. The torren- 
tial downp nirs flood the lower parts of 
the country to n depth of many feet. 
There Is one little village nt the base 
of the Kbasin bills which bad n meas- 
ured rainfall of «0 feet In one year, 
an exchange says. 

The villages of this curious dlslrlet 
about Sylbet are set on the civst of 
hills. After the rnlns fall they are Is- 
Innds. The people are very expert 
boatmen and the children can swim 
nlmost ns soon ns they enn walk. 
This Is probably the only part of In- 
dln where the ennne Is In tise. A craft 
not unlike the American Is manufac- 
tured by hollowing out n tree trunk 
very thin. Larger canoes, propelled 
by 20 paddles, nre made In the same 
way. and canoe racing Is one of the 
prlnclpnl^iorts. 

The villagers of these Islnnd villages 
keep diminutive cattle which they feed 
largely on marsh grasses cut from 
boats. As a result of abundant 'feed 
nnd lack of exercise, the cows grow 
fat and sleek to n degree unusunl 
among the lean Indian cattle. Their 
milk, butter and cheese are known as 
delicacies in the nearby cities. These 
snmo villages raise unusually fine rice, 
by planting before the rains begin. 
As the country Is flooded, the stalks 
of the rice grow with the rising sur- 
face of the waters, so that rice stalks 
ten feet long may be seen when the 
floods recede. 




MONK FIRS T TO -USE CORK 

Discovery That la Universally Made 
Use Of Was the Result of 



The discovery of cork for stoppers 
Is ascribed to the monk Don Terlgnon. 
who managed the cellars of the abbey 
of Haut Vllllers in 107.". One day be 
ran short of the usual stoppering, 
which was pads of hemp or cloth 
steeped In oil, nnd being something of 
a botanist, he had noticed that the out- 
er layei of the hark of certain species 
of the onk tree wns of comparatively 
soft wood. He procured some of this 
porous mnterlnl nnd shaped It so that 
It would fit Into some partially fer- 
mented bottles of wine. 

Later on opening the bottles he 
found that the effect of the confined 
carbonic ncid gas which this new stop- 
did not allow to escape ncted on 
the wine so ns to make It effervesce. 
From then on for a long time It was 
supposed that this phenomena was due 
to the action of the cork on the wine, 
and effervescing or hissing wine be- 
came the rnee. Enterprising mer- 
chants saw the possibilities of this 
wood, anil they Introduced it for 
eral purposes as stoppers. 



Evolution of Wheeled Vehicles. 

When the world awakened from Its 
apparent long sleep of the middle ages, 
during which the art of vehicle con- 
struction, like all other arts, sunk Into 
oblivion, manufacturing was revived 
and from this awakening, about MOO 
A. D., marked Improvements are found. 

Emperors and kings vied with each 
other In the effort to outshine and out- 
biss one another, and through this 
rivalry we note substantial advance- 
ment. In 1000 A. I >. it is said there 
were only three conches in 1'nris, and

This is 
scraped off and made up Into small 
cakes, In which form It Is sold. The 
confirmed opium eater or smoker re- 
duces himself to an Indescribably 
wretched state of mind and body, and 
very seldom lives to be forty If the 
practice has been acquired at un early 
period In life.

Two new words— Home Service — 
are takli g important places in the 
vocabulary and activity of the 356 
ed Cross chapters in Ohio, 
and Kentucky. 
At wars outbreak ten months ago 
to the few chapters then organized 
Red Cross work and popular knowl- 
edge of it centered only around prep- 
aration of hospital supplies, equip- 
ment of base hospitals and supplying 
their personnel, and provisions of re- 
lief In times of disaster. 

Then came the unfolding of a mul- 
titude of other chapter obligations — 
solicitation of war funds, driving for 
Increased membership, organization of 
school auxiliaries, turning out huge 
quotas of knitted articles, surgical 
dressings and Christmas packets. 

Amor./ these obligations —model of 
1917 — was the organization of Home 
Service committees, better known in 
some communities as civilian relief 
committees. Frequently the activi- 
ties of the Home Service committees 
were belittled by other chapter com- 
mittees. This because Importance of 
Home Service had not been dearly 
defined. Now, through the efforts of 
the Bureau of Civilian Relief of the 
Lain Division, headquarters at Cleve- 
land, chapters have come to a clear 
understanding of the vitalness of Hed 
Cross Home Service in relution to war 
and complete victory. 

Rut to the general public, notably 
In the so-called rural communities, 
Home Service is little belter under- 
stood than it was by the chapters a 
mailer of five months back. 

So. what is Red Cross Home Seryiee 
and why? 

Home Service must be the nation's 
assurance that the enlisted and con- 
scripted man's family shall not suffer 
for want of any essential thing within 
the power of the nation to give. 
The Public's Conception. 
"Yes," says Mr. Average Citizen, 
"but isn't the government providing 
war risk insurance, nnd will it not pro- 
Tide separation allow auce where 
necessary? Isn't it a fact that but 
few men with dependents have been 
called to arms?" 

Mr. Average Cilii.en is correct, hut 
he is thinking only in terms of money 
relief. And It is to convince him that 
administration of money relief is only 
one or many features of Home Serv- 
ice that this reries of articles on the 
red i.ients of Home Service have been 
prepared. 

Scan this brief summary of the op- 
portunities confronting Home Service 
committees in your county and you 
will agree that the opportunities have 
become tbe duty and privilege of an 
upstanding, patriotic, American citl- 
tensliip. 

1. Conservation by service of hu- 
man resources wherever deterioration 
Is threatened in a soldier's or a sail- 
or's home. 

1'. Temporary relief of families In 
Which there ha* been a delay In pay- 
ments, or in which there Is an emer- 
gency. 

3. Responsibility for regular and 
continued assistance In cases rtot 
covered by government allowance — 
this Include:; families in need and res- 
ident In the United States of men who 
■ re in the service of our nllies. 

4. Personal service to the returned 
soldier or sailor, especially when he 
is disabled. 

5. An Information service which 
will save time, trouble and anxiety for 
lonely relatives of enlisted men. 

C. Advancement of home standards 
wherever possible, but especially 
wh< n the lack of help Is likely to 
cause family disintegration. 

Sustain* Soldier*' Morale. 

"Men may be the best soldiers In 
the world (I quote you from the 
Manual of Home Service Issued by 
American Red Cross headquarters, 
Washington), but If things are not 
well with their families at home, they 
lose efficiency through worry, and the 
morale of the army — that all im- 
portant factor- -begins to fail. 

"8o It is the patriotic duty ns well 
as tin' humanitarian opportunity of 
Home Service workers of the Ameri- 
can Red Cros* to care for lonely fam- 
ilies of our fighting men. It Is to be 
remembered that th#y snon will be 
'fighting men' In real earnest. Not 
only our enemies, but our allies, and 
the American people as well, will be 
watching them 

"Every report from the training 
camps and from the French front 
mention* the excellent *plrit of our 
troops. Will they mnlntain this 
morale while thousands of miles from 
home, through trench life and battle, 
to the victorious end?
